.at- twenty knows it all," but the dis- 
covery made by the man in middle 
life, is a common experience, and so 
the fact was long since established 
that education goes on to the edge of 
time. 


It is fortunate for the masses that 


in the great university of life there 
are no favorites, because the great 
rank and file of humanity enter its 
portals with a limited knowledge o.f 
taxt books. 
"While this niay .be a 


handicap, in many cases, it does not 
prevent an army of people from ac- 
quiring a well-rounded, practical edu- 
cation which serves them well in the 
various callings where their lot is 
cast. 


The school system ,is blamed for 


some things for which it is not re- 
sponsible, and the reason why. so few 
pupils, comparatively, fail to enter 
and graduate from the high school is 
not so much the fault of the system, 
as it is of some other causes, which 
are frequently overlooked. 


For instance, we pass laws on com- 


pulsory education, fix -the school age 
at sixteen, and appoint truant officers 
to round up the delinquents and see 
that, the laws are enforced. 


The intent of these laws is good, 


and doubtless keeps many children in 
school, but the average parent long 
since discovered that compulsion is a 
poor 
method to adopt with 
boys 


especially at the age of 14 and io, 
and i experience demonstrates that in 
the;.larger cities, and in many of the 
towns as well, a small army of boys 
become expert street loafers before 
they reach the age where the law 
permits then? to work. 
-The stateaient, may seem .a little! 
startling,"but it is nevertheless true, 
th'at many 'boys and girls lack the 
mejpial.capacity^as, well -as>the • dispo- 
sition to acquire: a text book" knowl- 
edge. 
" Ths does not mean that they are 
mentally weak, or that they will not 
succeed 
in.jacquring and applying 


practical knowledge in the great uni- 
versity, w^ch.they are soon to enter, 
but; it doe» "inean that- the -same prin- 
ciple applies to the child as to the 
horse who jens'ii be led'to the. trough, 
but not made :to drink. 


The State School for the Blind is an 


object lesson on the failure of com- 
pulsory education. The pupils are en- 
rolled at school a.ee and for a dozen 
years or more, are • in constant at- 
tendance. 


The course of study is the same as 


that of the common and high schools 
of the state, and good teachers are 
always provided, and • yet but' 20 pel- 
cent "of these pupils ever 
graduate 


from the high school course. Why? 
Because you- can't compel the boy or 
girl-of high school age to absorb text 
books against their will and inclina- 
tion. 
- The blind are the average of see- 
ing people, in point of intelligence. 
The success which comes to them, in 
their cramped environments,. is along 
lines which interest them, and so 
music and light handicraft appeal to 
them.

The most-helpless .blind people.as 


a rule are the high school graduates, 
"because in educating -the mind, the 
education of the hand has been ne- 
glected, and a skillful- hand means 
more to sightless eyes, than all other 
accomplishments.

Jddge Fifield Refuses to Set Aside 


Verdict 
Of 
Jury—Defendant 


Goes to Jail For Six 
Months 


Hugh Waggoner, found guilty by the 


jury yesterday afternoon of receiving 
and concealing a 
watch 
worth $5, 


stolen from Robert Denser, was sen- 
tenced by Judge Fifield this morning 
to Imprisonment in the county jail for 
six months, the maximum sentence 
that can be given under the statute 
for an offence of that nature. Judge 
Fifield refused to set aside the ver- 
dict of the jury on 
the 
motion of 


Charles Pierce, attorney for the de- 
fendant, who protested that the. ver- 
dict was.-not in accordance and con- 
trary to the evidence presented in 
court. ' 
• 


•Attorney Pierce was given an op- 


portunity to present authorities and 
arguments in support of his conten- 
tion. He maintained that the state 
must show that the property was stol: 
en., that the 
defendant had known 


that the property was stolen at the 
time he received it. and that he must 
have concealed it. The state had fail- 
ed to prove such knowledge orf the 
part of the defendant or that he had 
attempted to conceal the stolen pro- 
perty. Attorney Pierce also contended 
that the {information .filed was faulty 
in 
stating 
that 
the 
watch 
was 


received 
August 
21 
when 
all 


the evidence showed that, it was 
received 
on the 
morning of Aug: 


ust IS. Furthermore, in his charge to 
the jury the judge had not submitted 
to them the question of receiving, but 
only that of concealing stolen property 
and the jury had disregarded the test- 
imony of Mr. Olson the jeweler, in 
determining the value of the. watch, 
placing it at $5,, instead of'at $4. 


District Attorney Dunwiddie, in re- 


ply, stated that ,it 
was permissible, 


according to the la,\ys of the state, to 
convict on the fact of concealment 
alone; the date was immaterial ' as 
concealment was-a.continuing offense. 


Judge Fifield acknowledged that the 


charge 
was 
open- ..to. criticism for, 


omitting to submit the 'question of 
receiving stolen property, but that the 
omission weakened the case of the 
state rather than that, of the defense. 
The statutes also provide that all ob- 
jections to an information must be 
made before it is submitted- to a jury. 
He thought the evidence 'presented 
showed concealment in that Waggon- 
er objected to Clark taking the watch 
into the police station-for inspection. 


Attorney Pierce asked that his cli- 


ent be given a light sentence.

There was a mail in those 
daj-s whose 'name was 
familiar all 


over the 'United States and this man 
in the show business today, is ac- 
knowledged to be the greatest man 
in his 'line of work that ever lived. 
and his name was Dan Rice. 
While 


he-ran a'Show of his own for several 
years he always worked in the ring, 
for he -was the greatest clown that 
ever lived. 


Adam Forepaugh made up his mind 


that if he could get-Dan Rice for the 
season of-.'66::that, he would have the 
greatest attraction in the world, and 
after several weeks of bartering he 
closed a contract with him for 
20 


weeks, and Dan • Rice's salary was 
$26,000 and his expenses. 
; < 


^Ir. Forepaugh told me many a time 


that that was one of. the best deals 
he had^ever made, that it had more 
to ;do .with putting his name before 
the people as a great manager than 
anything he had ever done before or 
since. But Dan Rice was never sue 
cessful with his own shows, -of "which 
he'had several. 


Two or three different seasons he" 


started wagon shows and they were 
always failures financially and 
his 
last effort, was "a boat show which in 
about '75 or '76 went onto the sands 
in: the Missouri river where 
they 


disbanded and the boat never was put 
in commission again.

Dan Rice's old h'ome was in Girard, 


Pennsylvania, and in the early seven- 
ties'- he had a successful season and

He sold out in. the town of Center, 
but left his family there for a time 
and went to Cincinnati, where 
he 


made a contract to'furnish an

chestra for one of the best theatres 
there in those days. He came back 
and got the family,'but on his arrival 
in Cincinnati found rents were high 
and he took a trip across what they 
called Long Bridge over the river to 
Paducah, Kentucky.

Ed Minter, Jr., at this 
time was 


about fourteen years of age 
and a. 


fine musician himself.

second fiddler..to his father in

orchestra every evening during

week. In a short time the father died 
and the. boy., was given his position 
as leader of the orchestra. But young 
Minter was 'a'-good student and was 
trying hard to get to the front in his 
line of work. A few years later he 
went to New York where he found' 
a better field. He lead the orchestra 
in Harry Minor's theatre there in !

taught music during -the day; 


This he followed for three or four 


'years when, he was.taken sick and 
his physician told him he must get 
out in the open air. About this time 
Adam 'Forepaugh 
advertised .for 
a 


leader for his circus bancl, ,one who 
-would take full charge, hire his own 
musicians and discharge them and 
contract to furnish a band 
for so 


much a week. This Ed Minter did and 
was leader of the band up to the time 
he died. 


The season the Barnum and Fore- 


paugh shows 
showed 
together 
in 


Madison' Square Garden before the 
engagement closed,. Ed Minter. was 
taken home one 
evening with 
a 


severe cold and 
pneumonia 
set 
in- 


and in a few days he was dead. The 
funeral was the largest ,1 ever saw 
for he belonged to . .a ' great 
many 


musical societies in New York and 
there was over COO people Hi'om the 
Barnum and Forepaugh shows who 
attended, the funeral. 


There were eighty six musicians in 


the .band that .led the funeral proces- 
sion and they marched up the Bowery.' 
to the Cooper Institute where those 
who were on foot dropped out of line 
and carriages went on to the ceme- 
tery. And this ended the career of a 
great musician whose early days were 
spent on a farm in the town of Cen- 
ter.

•without moist surfaces, it is practical- 
ly certain that the evacuation is not 
complete and the fecal matter is re- 
tained in the intestines. This may oc- 
cur at any age and when the condi- 
tion persists, there results in near- 
ly every instance 
(Self-poisoning).

There are many nur)-.ing infants, 


who are thriving and apparently well 
in every respect, except -that tley 
are 
constipated. 
If the' baby 
is 


breast-fed the first step in the man- 
agement of these cases is to inquire 
into the 4aily life and habits of the 
mother. 


_ A factor in the cause of constipa- 
tion in the infant is constipation in 
the mother, which if relieved by diet, 
or otherwise, will often relieve the 
child. 


Nursing women who drink a great 


deal of tea are apt to be constipated, 
and 
their 
babies 
likewise. 
The 


mothers of nurslings who lead indo- 
lent lives, take 
but little out-door 


exercise are 'usually constipated. 


In most cases of 
constipation in 


breast-fed infants the mother's 
milk 


•will bo found' to contain too little 
fat.

Although the .treatment is difficult, 
and in obstinate cases must be con- 
tinued for a long time, 
the use of 


drugs should never be resorted 
to. 
To give drugs in these cases is like 
whipping a tired horse.

Ene- 
mata, suppositories and the cone of 
oiled paper, formerly so popular, are 
not objectionable, but must not be 
relied upon exclusively. 


The cause must be found and re- 


moved, if possible.
